1 . Claims 1-36 are presented for examination (claims 1-5 and 7 are amended, and 
claims 8-36 are newly added). This office action is in response to the amendment field 
on December 20, 2002. 



2. The drawings filed on October 10, 2000 are acceptable subject to correction of 
the informalities indicated on the attached "Notice of Draftperson's Patent Drawing 
Review," PTO-948. In order to avoid abandonment of this application, corrected formal 
drawing is required in reply to the Office action. The correction will not be held in 
abeyance. 



3. Claims 1-36 are allowed over prior art. The following is a statement of reasons 
for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Due to claimed features in the amended claims 1, 3 and 5, and newly added 
independent claims (26, program instruction claim and 36, system claim, which are 
similar to claims 1 , 3 and 5) with applicant's persuasive arguments with amendment, the 
claims 1-36 are allowed.

For the claim 1 , the prior art teaches the generating event messages, event 
router communicates with application and receives the event messages, and event 
router forwards rule-based notification of the event messages to one or more users. The 
prior art does not teach the subset functions of event router that selects subset of the 
event messages to one or more alert managers according to stored registration 
information and communication with alert manager based on registered information in 
event router event router. And alert manager evaluat^the selected subset of event 
messages received from the event router based on registered act. For the claims 3, 5, 
26 and 36, the prior art teaches the generating event messages, event router 
communicates with application and receives the event messages, and event router 
forwards rule-based notification of the event messages to one or more users. The prior 
art does not teach a plurality of event handlers in communication with the router, a set 
of rules within the router being determined by the registration information, and a 
selected subset of the event messages with conditional statement to be applied to its 
associated selected subset of event messages.
